Designs Indicate Pageantry 


Two planes butt each other to in- 
dicate the most elementary shelter, but 
these rude planes glow with pure col- 
or and geometric designs indicative of 
the pageantry of the occasion. 

Within the shelter the Blessed Vir- 
gin holds the Holy Child as the faith- 
ful Joseph stands over them. Above 
the head of the Infant arises a dove- 
shaped canopy in respect of his exale- 
ed position. Shining above the Holy 
Family is the Star of Bethlehem. 
Many dancing stars and orbs flick the 
sky over the crib. 

Outside the shelter kneel imaged 
Clarkites. They offer gifts of their 
bodies, intelleets and souls under the 
liturgical symbols of the heart, the 
flame and the dove. The three girls 
represent Clarke girls of present, past 
and future.
